Hello All, 


As we know, last month, the board approved 12 of 13 recommendations focused on how to improve the network of 
care delivered by DMH. They did not approve the recommendation that would seek state legislation to expand the 
criteria for those who are "gravely disabled." A week later, the Board voted 4 to 1 to ask staff to come up with legislative 
proposals "that would consider an individual's inability to provide and/or access urgently needed medical care for him or 
herself due to a mental disorder as part of the criteria for grave disability." The recommendations are due by the end of 
the year. 

Thank you Brittney Weissman, Anthony Ruffin, and Susan Partovi for your recent work in the community to address this 
ongoing issue. They recently took L.A. County Supervisor Kathryn Barger on a tour of Skid Row to show first-hand 
experiences of those who fall under this grey area of being gravely disabled, yet not eligible to receive much needed 
treatment.

Things are getting complex with our facilities with increased insurance and labor board board encroaching on 
our small homes asking us to pay for 3 staff/ 24 hours a day. This will also impact how we can provide care. 

For us to accommodate the labor board the rates i'd say must be: 

Realisticall^^^^BI^BBBII^^^H extra would be ideal. This is what the regional centers pay for their 
clients to be housed and cared for. 

Then we would be competitive and be able go follow guidelines and not get fined and afford our increased 
insurances. 

One of our facility friend:^^^BI|^H was sued by a caregiver for work hours two years ago. She settled and 
six months later the federal and state labor board came after her. Took a year to settle then orfHHHf 

f° r wage violations going back 3 years for 156 employees. 

She owns 6 beautiful rcfe homes and she's also an assisted living waiver provider. She's been in this business 
almost 22 years and now her livelihood is being taken away from her. Who ha^Hfi^HB dollars? He life is 
ruined. 

We all do the same things in these small homes, we hire family and friends to help us run the homes and save 
money. We usually pay a salary of like^^^BH^B 00 one can Honestly afford per day stffingfor 

3 on an hourly b asis. It's impossible even getting $3500.00 per month from 1 to 2 cloents. Our staffing budget 
is likeBBBB er day. Now we have to double the cost for three staffing instead of two. 

To be able to afford the type of staffing to cover the labor board and the general liability costs; we need to net 
IBHIHplus P er month per resident. Anything less than that then we are upside down. 

My highest res ident pays which is from the alw B^B per day and her ssi of^^BI the lowest is 

an ssi resident|||^^B||and the rest fluctuate between I'm not getting^^H|clients at my 

little 1800 square foot facility. So my monthly income is about^^BHI' After expenses I have no money 
left. I borrow from my partner to make things work almost every month. 

My insurance carrier said that the general liability insurance has doubled because the insurance was so new 
that they didn't know how much things would cost in 2017. Plus they said, they had so many claims in 2017 
that they needed to increase rates to recoup the losses for so many claims that came in. She also said that 
some of the carriers left the senior business because there's so many liability behind it. 

My policy was ^^1 last year now it doubled to |^^^|for 2018. My BB per month plan is now over 
■H It literally doubled. So who pays for this? BBH neec * s t0 he charged per client this year to not hit 
my budget. I have 3 alw, one ssi and 2 private pay client. Only one will be able to afford the imcrease. The 
rest of the balance falls on me. That ssi client i have can't pay that. 


I asked the carrier why it doubled and they said, when 



BB S0 they must increase your rate. We are in a no win situation. We always had good reviews and then we 
got a new lap HBBI^^I in 2017 • She and I had words years ago with my independent living homes. My 
homes are not licensed so ccld has no jurisdiction over my homes. I refused them access to all 6 every time. 
When she became the Ipa for the facility, she wanted me to know who was in charge. She cited the rcfe 
home for so many things (nothing to do with patient care - she tried through and we appealed) and 
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haven't heard from her on the appeal since May 2017. It's all about monetary enforcement. They must find 
something to cite us for or the state gets no money. 

My point in all this is that we are squeezed on both ends. If we're cited severely for things like 

(which is not even a cold code statute) our insurance rates go up. If we do something 
out of standard, the labor board will come after us. If licensing don't like us we will be cited and fined. What 
are we to do?

is not quite right with an agency who seeks to cite for monetary purposes, while hurting facilities who are just 
trying to survive and do their best. Why help seniors when no one is helping us? It just don't make sense to 
me at this point. 


I hope i explained the situation to you as best as I could. Some facilities work their homes and don't have 
staff. The Arf homes i know is struggling because they usually only accept the ssi rates. How can anyone live 



HWi ssi income and see we are oper ating at a loss every month. It's impossible right now with the 
staffing level I explained. Where the extra come from t0 § et in compliance with the labor 

standards and the doubled insurance? The employment rules/ laws must be changed for our type of business. 


We can't operate like a standard employer as we are offering staff more: free housing- room and board, free 
meals, free electricity, gas, free cable- internet- phone, all furniture bedding linens, lamps, dressers, 
toiletries, supplies and small stipend for them to live on.

Hello All, 

As we know, last month, the board approved 12 of 13 recommendations focused on how to improve the network of 
care delivered by DMH. They did not approve the recommendation that would seek state legislation to expand the 
criteria for those who are "gravely disabled." A week later, the Board voted 4 to 1 to ask staff to come up with legislative 
proposals "that would consider an individual's inability to provide and/or access urgently needed medical care for him or 
herself due to a mental disorder as part of the criteria for grave disability." The recommendations are due by the end of 
the year. 

Thank you Brittney Weissman, Anthony Ruffin, and Susan Partovi for your recent work in the community to address this 
ongoing issue. They recently took L.A. County Supervisor Kathryn Barger on a tour of Skid Row to show first-hand 
experiences of those who fall under this grey area of being gravely disabled, yet not eligible to receive much needed 
treatment.

'gravely disabled' to include those with medical issues who don't pursue treatment "due to a mental disorder." 

The good news is all of the other recommendations were agreed upon by the Supervisors to look into. For the time 
being, they decided to table the idea of an expanded definition. 
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Thank you, Sarah, for the update. We will continue to track the progress of the recommendations.

A week later, the Board voted 4 
to 1 to ask staff to come up with legislative proposals "that would consider an individual's inability to 
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provide and/or access urgently needed medical care for him or herself due to a mental disorder as part 
of the criteria for grave disability." The recommendations are due by the end of the year.
